Surgecn. 


It is said that never before in the 
history of Iowa surgery was a suc- 
cessful operation performed of the 
character which saved the life of Mar- 
tin Anderson, engineer at the Clinton 
gas works. After the lining of his in- 
testine had been perforated by typhoid 
ulcers and the contents of the bowels 
bad escaped into the abdominal cav- 
ity, doctors operated on the man, and 
he is convalescent and out of danger.

Two perforations were 
repaired, the cavity cleansed and -the 
wounds closed after drainage through 
a tube had been established.

Most of the county officials with any 
patronage at thelr disposal were re- 
elected. Logan is practically the only 
one at the head of an fmportant de- 
partment in the Courthouse who steps 
into office free to choose his own dep- 
uties and clerks.

of the services are metered. This has 
rednueed the consumption of water per 
capita from more than 300 gaMonse 
day in 1902 to 144 gallons in 1906. 
There has been a decrease of 66 
miner’s inches In the mean flow of the 
Los Angeles River during the year, a 
decline in supply which calls for se- 
rious consideration in view of the fact 
that it followed two years of abundant 
rainfall. 

The problem of supplying Los An- 
geles with water from present avail- 
able sources for the next five or six 
years is a serious one, and a great re- 
esponsibility resis upon the men who 
undertake to solve it. It is not a ques- 
tion to be pottered with by politicians 
hungry for patronage.

There were plans for women’s rights, 

for prison reform and for many other 

things that the public desires, and the 
local county officials had an opportu- 
nity to ask for more clerks and better 
salaries. 

But there is one project upon which 

a number of the legislators look with 

extreme friendliness, and yet which 

was not discussed at the public meet- 
ings. This is the proposition to change 
the law respecting the. Los Angeles 
township courts and to*add two to 

the two courts already existing. . 
The assurance in some circles that 

this is to be done is so great that the 

names of the prospective appointees 
are whispered about. But it is a kind 
of stage whisper, and it sounds much 


like “Jack’’ Summerfield and George 
Beehe. 
Summerfield was one of the two 


Republican .candidates for township 
justice and was defeated by Albert 
Lee Stephens, candidate on the Non- 
Parisan ticket. Beebe was the Repub- 
lican candidate for City Attorney and 
was defeated by Leslie R. Hewitt, 
Non-Partisan and Democratic nomj- 
nee. Should the two new courts be 
created, it is not at all improbable that 
an effort will be made to have both 
these men named. 

The fat, pickings of the two justice 
courts as they now exist have made 
the offices extremely attractive to po- 
litical workers. Each justice is gen- 
erally supposed to realize from $8000 
to $10,000 a year in fees, or about 
twiee the salary of a Superior Judge. 

Even if two courts should be added, 
the amoluments to be apportioned 
among the four would afford a eood 
living for all, and, besides. Justice- 
elect Stephens made it plain during 
his campaign that he intended to pay 
more attention tn his court to law 
business than to soliciting the privi- 
lewe of performing _marriage ceremo- 
nies for a consideration, so there 
would be a great deal of this class of 
business for the other courts. 

If the addftion be not made to the 
number of courts, it is likely that a 
change will -b emade in the method of 
paying the justices. So great is the 
business in the two existing courts that 
the fees run far beyond the ordinary 
bovnds of yearly returns for a political 
office, and some of the _ legislators, 
economically inclined. have expressed 
the intention of fixing salaries for the 
offices and turning the fees into the 
county treasury. This may be done, 

if the proposed new courts be 
added. 


A desire has heen expressed tn some 
nuarters that the dutles of the Dis- 
trict Attorney and the City Attorney 
be extended along some lines and cur- 
tailed in others. 

Advocates of this change argue that 
the criminal business of the city and 
county could be handled to better 
advantage if it were entirely wnder 
the jurisdiction of the District tor- 
ney, and that there would be 4 saving 
in expense. Dist.-Atty. Fredericks has 
aaid that he is not particularly an~r- 
fous to assume charge of the criminal 
cases now handled by the City Attor- 
ney. but that he is willing to do so 
if such a change be deemed advisable. 

To relifvwe the District Attorney. It 
has been suggested that the Clty At- 
torney could handle some of the civil 
business that now weights the office 
of the county prosecutor. 

Rut this scheme of recasting the du- 
ties of the District and City Attor- 
neys is merely in the stage of agita-

BED TO STAY. 


Coming of the Winter Rise Proves 
Worth of the Reclamation Work 
Done by Alert Ones Under Lead- 
ership of the Perspicacious Store- 
Keeper Felts of Artesia. 


Proof that the runaway San Gabrici 
River has been cured of its truant 
habits is brought by ranchers in the 
district that has euffered most from 
the depredations of the unruly stream. 
The coming of the winter rains has 
tested the work done by the ranchers 
themselves, and the river, in one long 
at least, is no more a Va- 


For years the river has caused havoc 
Giong its course by tearing out new 
channels for itself in the wet months, 
rendering county bridges and high- 
Ways useless and destroying hundreds 
of acres of iand. The principal off- 
of the old stream, known as the 
San Gabriel River, tore its way 
hrough some of the richest farming 


~lands in the neighborhood of Artesia, 


and from there to the sea, laying waste 
@® great part of the countryside. 
From a point some distance above 
the Washburn bridge, near Downey, 
aimost to Alamitos Bay, the farmers 
had almost given up hope of any re- 


’ Hef. The Supervisors had looked over 


the ground and had obtained stagger- 


_ing figures on the cost of whipping the 
river ihto one channel and forcing it 
to stay there.. Property owners begged 
| for relief, but the cost appeared to be 


for even a large association 
of them to bear. The county was will- 
ing to pay part of the expense, t it 
could not bear it all, in spite of the 
fact that a valuable bridge occasionally 
was rendered useless; the unruly 
stream would cut around it at one end 


too 


_or the other, and the bridge would be 


left high and dry on its piers, of no use 


about as bad 
and most of the 
vicinity seemed des- 


* tined to Gown to the sea in solution, 
ta. & th, an A store-keeper, 
' Surroun himeelf with a band of 
willing rkers, and they ‘gan the 
work regardless of 


contracts or red tape. 
With teams and scoops they went 
‘about the task just as if they were 


digging an immense irrigation ditch. 
They scooped out a canal by the most 
direct route over a new right of way 
they secured for the river from land 
owners of the section, and completed 
their work at the outset of the pres- 


wet season. 


It required only the first heavy rain 
to prove that their work had not been 
in vain. When the first big volume 
of water came tumbling down from the 
mountains this season it didn’t jump 


the track, as usual, at the Washburn 


bridge, and go tearing over the roads 
and wanches. Jt turned into the path 
of least resistance, made for it .by the 
ranchers, and decorously proceeded on 
its way to the sea. 

The waters that already have gone 
down have cut a deep channel in what 
Felts and his assistants marked out 
as the bed of the stream, and from this 
comes the assurance that the river 
hereafter will keep to the new course, 
Principally because it cannot do any- 
thing else. 

It is said that the entire cost of the 
work has not been more than $18,000, 
of which the property owners tinter- 
ested contributed about three-fourths 
and the county one-fourth. This ts a 
bagatclie compared with the estimates 
Made by experts of the cost of the 
work: besides, it a a circumstance 
beside the value of the land that has 
been saved from ruin. 

Above the point at which this latest 
project begins there are Many more 
bad spots along the course of the 
river. There are washes of great 
whith, and great stretches of lands 
ahat have been rendered useless by 
the capriciousness of the river, which, 
in a smaller way, is as tricky as the 
Colorado. 

To saye the lands that stretch al! 
the way from the Washburn bridge to 
the mountains, it probably will be 
necessary for the property owners in 
that section to take action similar to 
ooge just carried through to success 


up by this fickle stream; there was 
plenty more just like it, out of reach 
of the river. Land has 80 Val- 
uable now, however. that it hurts even 


to put the river within 
keep it there.
